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DETAILED ACTION 

This office action is in response to the amendments, received 2/8/07, in which applicant 
amended claims 72-74, cancelled claims 75-77, 79-83 and 85-89, and added new claims 90-1 16. 
Claims 72-74, 78, 84 and 90-1 16 are under examination. 

Response to Amendments/Arguments 
Applicant's arguments and amendments filed 1/4/07 and 2/8/07 are acknowledged and 
have been fully considered. Any rejection and/or objection not specifically addressed is herein 
withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 72-74, 78, 84 and 90-1 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled 
in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 
claimed invention. 

MPEP § 2163 states that, "[n]ew or amended claims which introduce elements or 
limitations which are not supported by the as-filed disclosure violate the written description 
requirement. See, e.g., In re Lukach, 442 F.2d 967, 169 USPQ 795 (CCPA 1971) (subgenus 
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range was not supported by generic disclosure and specific example within the subgenus range); 
In re Smith, 458 F.2d 1389,1395, 173 USPQ 679, 683 (CCPA 1972) (a subgenus is not 
necessarily described by a genus encompassing it and a species upon which it reads)." Further, 
the MPEP states, u [w]hile there is no in haec verba requirement, newly added claim limitations 
must be supported in the specification through express, implicit, or inherent disclosure." 

In the instant case, the scope of the claims has been broadened to embrace species not 
described or supported in the originally supported specification/disclosure. 
Specifically,applicant introduced new matter (9/9/05) when SEQ ID No. 125 was added, because 
the indication of support did not describe the sequences now claimed-especially consisiting of. 
Further,comprising does not require additional amino acids and examples (or support) are 
lacking in the instant specification . 

Additionally, there is no express, implicit, or inherent disclosure to support all the species 
as instantly claimed.
